Summary of significant accounting policies

A. Accounting practices

The accompanying statutory financial statements of Coventry Health Care of Missouri, Inc. (the “Company”), a
wholly-owned subsidiary of Aetna Health Holdings, LLC, whose ultimate parent is Aetna Inc. ("Aetna"), have been
prepared in conformity with accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the Missouri Department of Insurance
(“Missouri Department”) (“Missouri Accounting Practices”). The Missouri Department recognizes only statutory
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the State of Missouri for determining and reporting the financial
condition and results of operations of an insurance company, which include accounting practices and procedures
adopted by the National Association of Insurance Commissioners' (“NAIC”) Accounting Practices and Procedures
Manual (“NAIC SAP”).

$803,266 from $60,244,438 in 2015 to $61,047,704 in 2016.The lower than anticipated health care cost trend
rates observed in 2017 and 2016 for claims incurred in 2016 and 2015, respectively, were due to moderating
outpatient and physician trends and faster than expected claim payment speed. The Company considers
historical trend rates together with knowledge of recent events that may impact current trends when developing
estimates of current trend rates.
